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DECLINE IN TRADE WITH THE DOLLAR AREA IN 
JANUAR Y—FEBRUARY 


HE VALUE of United Kingdom exports in February was 


£201-1 million and that of imports {242-0 million. There 
were only 24 working days in February compared with 26 in 
January, and this largely accounted for the lower value.of trade in 
February ; it is therefore better to consider the two months together. 
The average of United Kingdom exports in January and February 
was {213-5 million, 7 per cent. below the rate in the fourth quarter 
of 1953, but higher than in any other quarter of the year. Of the 
decline of nearly £8 million a month in the value of exports in 
January and February compared with the previous six months 
over {4 million was in shipments to North America, which had 
reached a very high level during the summer but declined towards 
the end of the year. orts to the rest of the world in January— 
February were only a litte over {3 million a month less than in the 
second half of 1953, and £10 million a month more than in the first 
half. Compared with the previous half year most of the decline in 
exports to all countries in January-February was in food, beverages 
and tobacco ({2 million a month), metals (£3 million), and the 
miscellaneous category of manufactures (£3 million). Exports of 
basic materials, refined petroleum and textiles were fairly well 
maintained, and there was an increase of nearly £2 million a month 
in exports of engineering products, 
The value of imports in January and February, at a monthly 
rate of {261-8 million, was substantially less than in either half of 
1953. All the main classes contributed to this decline, helped by

price falls in some categories. Although volume figures are not 
yet available it is likely that the total volume of imports in the first 
two months this year was also less than the average recorded in 
1953, which was higher than in any previous post-war year apart 
from 1951. 

Re-exports in February at {8-2 million were about equal to the 
value recorded in January. For the two months, therefore, the 
excess of imports, valued c.i.f., over exports and re-exports, valued 
f.o.b., averaged £40-2 million. Although this was £34 million, or 
9 per cent. more than in the preceding quarter it was substantially 
less than in any other quarter of that year, and compared with an 
average of {50-4 million in the corresponding months of last year. 
This is mainly a consequence of the increase in exports and an 
improvement in the terms of trade over the past year. 


Area Pattern of Trade 


In January to February United Kingdom exports were almost 
equally divided between the sterling and non-sterling areas, £107 
million a month going to each. In the case of the sterling area this 
was an improvement over every quarter of 1953 except the last, 
and was 2 per cent. more than the monthly average for the year. 
For the non-sterling world, however, the January-February rate 
was less than in any quarter of last year, and was 4 per cent. less 
than the year’s average. All of this decline could be accounted 
for by lower exports to the dollar area. To a considerable extent 
this is because of lower imports into the United States where 
industrial production has been declining for several months. United 
Kingdom exports to the United States fell sharply in November 
to {11-3 million compared with £13-6 million in October and an 
average of {13-9 million in the two previous quarters ; but since 
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November they have not fallen further until February. Exports to 
Canada were probably also affected by the decline in industrial 
activity in the United States, and fell from nearly £16 million a 
month in the second quarter of 1953 to under £13 million a month 
in each of the last two quarters. This decline was reinforced in 
January and February by the usual seasonal drop in exports of the 
heavier and bulkier commodities, and exports to Canada totalled only 
alittle more than £10 millionamonth. Exports to O.E.E.C. countries 
were 4 per cent. less than in the fourth quarter of 1953, but compared 
fairly well with earlier quarters, while exports to the rest of the non- 
sterling area showed a small improvement over the 1953 average. 

Imports from the sterling area, at £127 million a month, showed a 
seasonal increase over the level of the previous six months, but were 
at about the same rate as in January-February 1953. Imports from 
non-sterling sources in January and February this year, at £135 
million, were 14 per cent. less than in the second six months, and 
3 per cent. less than in the corresponding months of last year. More 
than half the decline compared with the second half of 1953 was in 
imports from the dollar area, while only a comparatively small part 
of the remainder was in imports from O.E.E.C. countries. 

In general, therefore, our trade is fairly evenly distributed between 
the sterling and non-sterling areas. Mainly because of the increase 
in imports the trade gap with the sterling area in January-February, 
at £19 million, was £11 million more than in the previous six months. 
The sharp fall in exports to the dollar area compared with the previous 
half year was more than balanced by the reduction in imports, and 
there was a decrease in the adverse balance. With the rest of the 
non-sterling area exports were maintained but imports were reduced, 
and the trade balance with O.E.E.C. countries in January and February 
was a small surplus, even on the Trade Account basis. 


Metale Details of Exports 


United Kingdom exports of metals in February, £25 million, 
brought the average for January and February to £26 million, £3 
million a month (11 per cent.) less than the rate in the previous six 
months. Exports of iron and steel declined by nearly £1 million a 
month, and of metal manufactures by more than £14 million a month. 
In the iron and steel division shipments of tubes, pipes and fittings 
declined. Exports of non-ferrous metals in the two months averaged 
£44 million, over £} million a month less than in the second half of

1953. There were smaller shipments of aluminium to the United 
States and of copper and alloys. Among the metal manufactures, 
exports of arms, ammunition, etc., in January-February were nearly 
£1 million a month more than in the same two months of last year.

£83 million a month, 2 per cent. more than in the previous half year 
and 6 per cent. more than in January-February 1953. Compared 
with the average of the second half of last year, there were increases 
in all the divisions except railway vehicles. Exports of machinery, 
except electric, declined in February to £31 million from the high 
January figure of £36 million ; the average for the two months, £34 
million, was £1 million a month more than in the second half of last 
year. Exports of textile machinery in January-February, £3 million 
a month, showed a small increase over the average of the previous six 
months, but exports of machine tools and excavating and earth-moving 
machinery were less. Exports of electric machinery, apparatus and 
appliances averaged £14 million a month in January-February this 
year, slightly more than in the second half of 1953. Exports of 
railway vehicles were slightly less in the first two months of this year 
than the average in the previous half year, but shipments of road 
vehicles and aircraft increased slightly. Shipments of cars were 
slightly less than the average in the second half of 1953 and well below 
the level of the first half of 1953. | Exports of cars to Canada in the 
two months were at about the level of the second half of 1953 but 
shipments to the United States, although £4 million a month less than 
in January-February last year, were £385,000 a month more than the 
average in the second half of 1953. Exports of cars to Australia, 
£800,000 a month in January-February this year were more than twice 
the value shipped in the same two months of 1953 but still less than 
the £1 million worth a month exported in July-December 1953. 
Exports of car chassis to Australia, however, were higher than the 
monthly average in either half of 1953, as were exports of cars to New 
Zealand. Exports of ships and boats in January-February were valued 
at over £4 million a month largely because of the high figures recorded 
in January to Liberia and Panama. Exports in the scientific 
instruments division in the two months showed a slight increase over 
the value of exports in both halves of 1953. 


Textiles 

Exports of textiles in January-February, £28 million a month, 
were nearly £4 million a month less than the average in the previous 
six months, but £2 million a month more than in the first half of last 
year. ‘The decline compared with the average of the second half of 
1953, was primarily in exports of wool goods and cotton goods which 
were each £300,000 a month less. Exports of woollen and worsted 
yarns in the two months were slightly less than the average in the 
previous six months, but there was a small increase in exports of 
wool carpets, rugs, etc., which are recorded in the miscellaneous 
textile manufactures division. Shipments of wool tops, recorded 
under basic materials in the Trade and Navigation Accounts, increased 
from 5:8 million Ib. (£3 million) a month in the first half of 1953 to 
5-9 million Ib. (over £3 million) a month in the second half. In 
the first two months of 1954 they fell to 5-1 million Ib. (under £3 
million) a month ; there were smaller shipments to Canada and India. 
Exports of cotton goods, which rose by over £4 million a month 
between the two halves of 1953, declined slightly in the following 
two months to less than £10 million a month. The fall was chiefly 
in exports of cotton fabrics (nearly £340,000 a month less) but 
shipments of finished thread also declined. Exports of cotton yarns 
increased slightly compared with the level of the previous six months. 
There was little change in the value of exports in the synthetic fibre 
goods division in January-February compared with the average in the 
previous half year but, among the miscellaneous textile manufactures, 
exports of linoleum showed a slight increase and, at £560,000 a 
month, were more than double their value in the same two months 
of 1953. 


Other Manufactures 


Exports of other manufactured goods as a whole in January- 
February were £3 million a month less than in the previous half year 
and slightly more than in the first half of 1953. Exports of chemicals 
in the two months, at £15 million a month, were slightly less than in 
the previous half year but £14 million a month more than in January— 
February 1953. Shipments of footwear in the first two months of 
1954 were nearly £4 million a month less than in the previous six 
months and exports of miscellaneous manufactured articles declined 
by £1 million a month. Exports of jewellery, goldsmiths’ and 
silversmiths’ wares declined to £83,000 a month. 


Mineral Fuels and Lubricants 


Exports of coal, coke and briquettes in February were slightly

less than in January, bringing the average for the two months to 
just below the average for the second half of 1953. Exports in the 
petroleum division in February declined by £1 million from the high 
January figure of nearly £8 million, but the average for the two months 
was still £4 million more than in the second half of last year. 
Compared with January-February 1953, exports of motor spirit in 
the same two months of 1954 more than trebled in quantity and value 
but increased shipments of diesel and fuel oil were at reduced prices. 


Other Exports 


Exports of food, beverages and tobacco in the first two months of 
1954 averaged £11} million, over £14 million less than in the previous 
six months. Exports of refined sugar in January-February this year 
were nearly £1 million (19,000 tons) less than in the second half of 
1953, with smaller shipments to Switzerland and Iraq. Exports of 
whisky totalled £3 million (1 million proof gallons) in January- 
February 1954, nearly £4 million a month less than in the second half 
of last year ; practically all the decline was in exports to the United 
States. Exports of basic materials in the two months, £8-1 million 
a month, were at the same level as in the previous half year, a decline 
in shipments of wool tops (mentioned above under “ textiles ”’) being 
balanced by an increase of nearly £} million (1-7 million lb.) a month 
in exports of raw wool. 


Re-exports 


Re-exports in February, at £8-2 million, brought the average for 
January-February to the same total. They were slightly less than 
in the second half of 1953 and nearly £14 million less than in January— 
February last year when there were larger shipments of rubber to 
the Soviet Union. Compared with the monthly average for the 
second half of 1953, there was a small increase in January-February 
this year in re-exports of tea and maté. Re-exports of undressed 
furskins averaged {1-3 million in the two months, slightly more than 
in the previous six months. Re-exports of raw wool averaged just 
over 54 million lb. in the second half of 1953, but increased to a rate 
of 6 million Ib. in the following two months ; lower prices restricted 
the value rise, however. 


Exports to North America 


The value of United Kingdom exports to North America in 
January-February, £21} million a month was 14 per cent. less than 
in the fourth quarter of last year and 10 per cent. less than in January— 
February of 1953. Exports to the United States, £11°4 million a 
month, were 9 per cent. less than the fourth quarter average and 
exports to Canada, £10-2 million a month, were 19 per cent. less. 
Exports of whisky to the United States, which had reached nearly 
£2 million a month in both the third and fourth quarters of last year, 
declined in January-February to just under £1} million a month. 
Among textiles shipped to the United States, there was an increase 
in exports of raw wool compared with the fourth quarter, but exports 
of wool noils declined compared with both the third and fourth 
quarters of 1953. Exports of tractors to the United States in 
January-February rose to nearly £4} million a month and exports of 
cars, which had declined between the third and fourth quarters to 
£4 million a month rose in the following two months to an average 
of £1 million. Exports of cycles declined sharply compared with 
the third and fourth quarter averages. Shipments of cars to Canada 
declined between the third and fourth quarters of last year to under 
£200,000 a month but rose in January-February to an average of 
nearly £4 million. There were declines in exports of wool tops, 
machine tools and tubes, pipes and fittings to Canada. 


Details of Imports 
Food, Beverages and Tobacco 


Imports of food, beverages and tobacco in January-February, at 
£107 million a month, were £3 million a month less than the average 
in the first half of 1953, but £11 million a month (11 per cent.) more 
than in the same two months of last year. A large part of the reduction 
compared with the average in the first six months of last year was in 
imports of meat and meat preparations which, at £19 million a month 
in January-February 1954, declined by £34 million a month ; imports 
of mutton and lamb were over £24 million a month less and imports 
of bacon nearly £14 million less, but larger arrivals of beef and veal 
totalling £5} million a month were well in excess of the average in 
January-February and January—June last year. Compared with the 
average in the first half of 1953, there was a largely seasonal increase 
of nearly £14 million a month in imports of dairy products. Although 
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arrivals of butter from New Zealand increased, lower prices brought 
the value of imports from all sources down by nearly £4 million a 
month ; there were seasonally reduced supplies from Denmark. 
There was a small increase in the quantity and value of cheese 
imported, although both remained below the rate of January-February 
last year ; the same pattern applied to arrivals of shell eggs. Imports 
of cereals and cereal preparations totalled nearly £13 million a month 
in January-February this year, £4 million (24 per cent.) below the 
rate in the same two months of 1953 and £6 million (32 per cent.) a 
month less than in the first half of 1953. Arrivals of wheat from 
Canada were substantially less in the first two months of 1954 than in 
January-June last year, the value declining by nearly £4 million a 
month. Imports of barley from Canada were nil in the first two 
months of 1953, but the monthly rate for the first half of 1953 was 
nearly £600,000 ; this fell to £226,000 in January-February this 
year. Imports of maize from the United States showed a seasonal 
increase in January-February compared with the average in the first 
half of 1953. Imports of fruits and vegetables showed a 
seasonal decline of £3 million a month in January-February this year 
compared with the rate in the first half of 1953. ‘This was particularly

noticeable in arrivals of apples, new potatoes and tomatoes. Although 
imports of oranges rose by nearly £4 million a month compared with 
the rate in January-June last year, they remained nearly £4 million 
a month less than in January-February 1953. There was a substantial 
increase in arrivals of bananas, however, and there were unusually 
large supplies of edible nuts from Spain, Italy and Turkey. Imports 
of raisins in the first two months of 1954 were nearly £1 million a 
month less than in the first half of last year ; there were no imports 
from the United States. Arrivals of onions were also low and a fall 
in price brought the value of these imports to nearly a half that of the 
rate in the first six months of 1953. In the sugar division, arrivals of 
unrefined sugar were more than double the quantity and value of 
imports in January-February last year and well above the average for 
the first half of 1953 ; there were large supplies from Mauritius, 
Australia and Cuba. Imports of coffee and chicory in January— 
February 1954 were at about the same rate as in the first half of 1953, 
but there were increased arrivals of raw cocoa at substantially increased 
prices. Arrivals of tea and maté in the first half of 1953 were valued 
at nearly £6 million a month ; they rose to over {11 million a month 
in the first two months of 1954 when the quantity of arrivals was over 
50 per cent. more than in January-February 1953. Imports of tobacco 
increased from nearly 20 million lb. a month in the first half of last 
year to 204 million lb. in January-February 1954, but reduced prices 
brought a slight decline in the value of arrivals which, even so, were 
nearly double the quantity and value imported in the first two months 
of 1953. 


Basic Materials 


Imports of basic materials in January-February totalled £78 
million a month, 6 per cent. less than the rate in the previous six 
months and well below the level of the first half of 1953. There was 
a reduction of nearly £44 million a month in the value of arrivals of 
wood and cork in January-February this year compared with the rate 
in the first half of 1953 and they were £3 million a month less than in 
January-February of last year. Compared with the first half of 
1953, imports of sawn soft wood declined by nearly £4 million (over 
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46,000 standards) a month, with reduced arrivals from Finland and 
Sweden. Imports of hardwood also declined slightly. Arrivals of 
pulp and waste paper, however, increased by nearly £14 million 
(28,000 tons) a month, with a rise in consignments from Norway and 
Sweden. Reduced prices were largely responsible for a decline of 
£1 million a month in imports of raw rubber which, at £4 million a 
month in January-February 1954, were well below the level of the 
same two months of last year. Among the textile materials, imports 
in the raw cotton division in January-February were 5 million Ib. 
more than the average in the first half of 1953, but lower prices reduced 
the value of arrivals by 4 per cent. Import prices of raw wool, 
however, showed little change between January-June 1953 and the 
first two months of this year, but arrivals declined by nearly 29 million 
Ib. (£74 million) a month with reduced supplies from Australia, New 
Zealand, Uruguay and the Argentine. The value of imports of 
metalliferous ores and scrap, at nearly £10 million a month in January— 
February, was nearly £2 million less than the average in the first half 
of last year, and there were smaller arrivals of zinc, tin and tungsten 
ores. Arrivals of iron ore and concentrates increased from 849,000 
tons to 866,000 tons a month but a decline in prices reduced the value 
of imports by nearly £4 million a month. In the oils and fats 
division, imports of palm oil in the two months were less than half 
the average monthly value imported in the first half of 1953. 


Mineral Fuels and Lubricants 


Imports of crude petroleum increased from a monthly average of 
nearly 529 million gallons in January-June 1953 to 565 million gallons 
in the first two months of this year ; more was imported from Kuwait 
but less from Iraq. There was, however, a reduction in the c.i-f. 
average values and the value of imports declined by £1 million a 
month to an average of £17 million. Between the same two periods 
there was a decline of over £1 million a month in the value of arrivals 
of refined petroleum ; less motor spirit and kerosene were imported 
in January-February this year than the average in the first half of 1953. 


Manufactured Goods 


Imports of manufactured goods in the first two months of 1954 
averaged nearly £51 million a month, slightly less than in the first 
half of 1953. There were, however, some substantial changes in 
several divisions of this Class. Imports of chemicals rose by £24 
million a month to over £8 million in January-February ; there were 
increased imports of anti-biotics, potassium chloride and plastic 
materials. Among wood and cork manufactures there were increased 
arrivals of plywood, particularly from Finland, and there was an 
increase in imports of paper and manufactures, particularly newsprint. 
Imports of textile manufactures also showed substantial increases ; 
there were increased arrivals of cotton grey cloth and imports of 
synthetic fibre goods rose to £1 million a month in January—February, 
with increased imports from Italy, Austria and Western Germany. 
Among the miscellaneous textile manufactures, imports of jute 
fabrics increased from {£361,000 a month in the first six months of 
last year to an average of £1 million in the first two months of 1954. 
Imports of iron and steel, particularly from Canada and Belgium, at 
£3 million a month in January-February, were less than half the rate 
in January-June 1953 ; there were smaller arrivals of ferro-alloys and 
ingots but imports of uncoated plates and sheets more than doubled 
in value. Imports of machine tools which were more than £5 million 
a month in the first half of last year declined in Januar y-February 
to just over £14 million a month ; there were smaller arrivals from 
the United States, France and Western Germany. 

Detailed particulars of United Kingdom imports, exports and re- 
exports were published on March 19* and further analysis of the 
figures will be found in the form of tables in the monthly Report on 
Overseas Trade for Aprilt due to be published on or about April 18.

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U.K. Position in February 
Operations of E.P.U. 


HE SETTLEMENT in the European Payments Union for the 
month of February, has now taken place. The operation disclosed 
a United Kingdom net surplus for the month of £1,251,429 (3,504,000 
units of account equivalent in value to the United States dollar), 
which reduces the United Kingdom’s cumulative accounting deficit 
with E.P.U. to £287,593,214. The surplus for February has been 
settled as to 50 per cent. by the receipt of gold from the Union and as 
to 50 per cent. by the reduction of credit previously extended to the 
United Kingdom by the Union. Accordingly, the United Kingdom 
has received gold amounting to £625,715 and has repaid credit 
amounting to £625,714. 
The total amount of gold paid by the United Kingdom to the Union 
has thus been reduced to £90,796,786.

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Investment of Funds By Insurance 
Companies 


THE President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 

speaking at the eleventh sessional dinner of the Institute of 
Actuaries in London on March 10, pointed out that new investment 
in business was largely institutional investment. Insurance companies 
had a large and ever-growing role to play in providing new resources 
of capital to industry. It would be asked whether the Government 
had views on the manner in which this power of investment was 
used. He was himself old-fashioned in his belief about these subjects. 
He believed that the guiding principle in the investment of insurance 
funds was the interest of the policy holders. 

These considerations were certainly present to the mind of the 
investors of these funds. ‘They sought safety and very properly so. 
What industry sought was risk capital. There was an apparent 
contradiction here but the biggest risk was that the country would 
be unwilling to take the risks necessary to industrial progress. If 
industrial investment stagnated what would any investment be worth 
in time to come? It was not the policy of the present Government 
to tell insurance companies how much they should invest in industry, 
still less to tell them the particular branches of industry they should 
select, though he welcomed the fact that companies had found it 
sound policy to increase their equity holdings. He was confident 
that the importance of maintaining industrial expansion would 
continue to be in the forefront of the minds of his audience. 


British Pianos Stage Biggest 
Post-War Show at B.LF. 


THE greatest display since the war of British-made pianofortes 

will be on view at the British Industries Fair in London next 
May. The Musical Instruments Section, which will be located in 
Olympia, was the first in which all available space, nearly 8,000 
square feet, was fully booked. This was achieved largely through 
the efforts of the British Pianoforte Manufacturers’ Association, who 
are this year giving their full support to the Fair. 

British pianos have always had a world-wide reputation for quality 
of tone and reliability, and today the industry is responsible for over 
60 per cent. of the world’s export trade. ‘Towards the furtherance 
of this business with overseas countries manufacturers have concen- 
trated upon the special treatment of instruments for tropical climates, 
and today they can claim with justification that pianos can be provided 
to withstand weather conditions almost anywhere on earth. 


E.C.G.D. Resume Export Credit 
Insurance to Persia 


THE Export Credits Guarantee Department (the Government 
Department providing insurance against the major risks of export 
trading) announce that they are resuming insurance cover on exports 
to Persia. 
This cover will for the time being be limited both as to terms 
and as to the Department’s gross liability with this market. 
E.C.G.D. ceased issuing cover on exports to Persia on September 
19, 1951. 


Purchase of Surplus Fruit from the 
United States 


THE United States Government has allotted $5 million for the 
purchase of fresh and canned fruit by the United Kingdom under 
Section 550 of the Mutual Security Act. Under this arrangement 
funds are availabie to finance the sale of surplus agricultural com- 
modities, payment being made in the buyers’ own currency. 
Announcing this, the Ministry of Food state that the following

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Settlement of German and Austrian 
Surpluses in E.P.U. 


S Germany’s creditor position in the European Payments Union 
continues to increase substantially, the Council of the Organization 
for European Economic Co-operation has had to take a new decision 
to ensure the settlement of any surpluses this country might have in 


respect of the coming operations of the Union. The Council has 
decided that any surplus which Germany might incur between now 
and May 1, that is to say in respect of the accounting periods of 
February, March and April, would be settled, whatever its amount, 
as to 50 per cent. by a payment of gold or dollars by the Union to 
Germany, and as to 50 per cent. by the granting of credit by Germany 
to the Union. 


It will be recalled that by the end of October Germany’s cumulative 
position had already exceeded the limit of 700 million units of account 
corresponding to Germany's quota (500 million units of account) plus 
the “ rallonge’”’ of 200 million units of account which had been 
granted to Germany for the settlement of her post-quota surpluses. 
It became necessary to make interim arrangements to ensure the 
settlement of Germany’s surpluses until the end of January. 


In taking this new decision for the settlement of Germany’s 
surpluses up to the end of April, the Council wished to avoid 
prejudicing any conclusions it might reach as to the conditions of 
renewal of the E.P.U. agreement after June 30, 1954. It has therefore 
decided that this method of settlement should be on a provisional 
basis ; and that it will be re-examined before May 1, either within 
the general framework of decisions on the prolongation of the E.P.U. 
agreement, or within that of a special decision on German surpluses. 


Austria 


A new decision has just been taken by the Council of the Organiza- 
tion for European Economic Co-operation in order to permit the 
settlement up to June 30, 1954, of any surpluses incurred by Austria 
in the European Payments Union in excess of its quota (70 million 
units of account). 


The Council has decided that the “ rallonge ”’ of 31 million units 
of account previously granted to Austria for the settlement of its post- 
quota surpluses up to the end of January would be increased to 60 
million units of account. This extension of the “ rallonge”’ is 
designed to cover any surpluses which might be incurred by that 
country up to June 30. 


Within the limits of this total “ rallonge " any surplus incurred by 
Austria will be settled as to 50 per cent. in gold or dollars paid by 
the Union to Austria, and as to 50 per cent. in credit granted by 
Austria to the Union. 


The decision provides, however, that this method of settling 
Austria’s surpluses can be revised in the light of any decisions which 
might be taken before June 30 concerning the conditions in which 
the E.P.U. would remain in force after that date. 


Mace for the Federal Parliament in Central 
Africa 

ARRANGEMENTS have now been made for the manufacture of 

the Mace which, as announced in Parliament on December 17 last, 


is to be presented by the House of Commons to the Federal Assembly 
of Rhodesia and Nyasaland. 


Thirteen designers submitted designs in a competition organized 
by the Worshipful Company of Goldsmiths. The winning design, 
which was selected by a panel of judges and approved by the Speaker 
of the House of Commons, was entered by Mr. Reginald H. Hill, 
of the L.C.C. Central School of Arts and Crafts. The design, which 
is based on that of the House of Commons Mace, will embody the 
Federal Coat of Arms and motifs distinctive of Central Africa, The 
execution of the Mace, which will be of silver gilt, has been entrusted 
- C. J. Vander Ltd., of Fetter Lane, for Tessiers Ltd., of New Bond 

treet. 


It is hoped that the Mace will be ready for presentation to the 
Federal Assembly next August. 
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Iron and Steel Duties (Exemptions) 
Order 


HE import duties on certain iron and steel products were 
temporarily suspended until March 18, 1954, by the Import 
Duties (Exemptions) (No. 3) Order, 1953. The Import Duties 
(Exemptions) (No. 3) Order, 1954, which came into force on March 
19, 1954, continues the temporary suspension of import duties on 
some of these products for a further period of six months ending on 
September 18, 1954. 
The import duties on the following items which were suspended 
up to March 18, 1954, are not being suspended by the new Order :— 
Blooms, billets and slabs. 
Bars and rods (except for a wire rod of a particular specification). 
Unfabricated girders, beams, joists and pillars. 
Unfabricated angles, shapes and sections.

Sugar for Use in Goods for Export 


IN CONTINUATION of the special arrangements which have 

been in force since sugar was derationed, the Ministry of Food 
now announces particulars of a scheme to enable manufacturers of 
sugar-containing goods intended only for export to continue to buy 
supplies of sugar or sugar products for this purpose on the basis 
of the world price for sugar. The scheme will be known as 
“* SUGEX,” and will replace the Special Export Price Scheme 
(S.E.P.). 

Manufacturers and dealers wishing to take part in the new scheme 
should apply to the Ministry of Food for recognition as authorized 
manufacturers or dealers. 

Authorized manufacturers will be able to obtain “‘ world price ”’ 
supplies of sugar of United Kingdom origin either from sugar refiners 
or from authorized dealers. Authorized manufacturers and dealers 
may also apply for licences to import sugar or sugar products (e.g. 
syrup, invert sugar, caramel) on their own account under the scheme. 

Authorized manufacturers and dealers will have to render returns 
to the Ministry showing details of their trade in “ world price” 
sugar or sugar products. 

Details of the scheme may be obtained either from the appropriate 
food manufacturing associations or direct from the Ministry of Food, 
Sugar Division, Great Westminster House, London, S.W.1, to whom 
ap plications for recognition as authorized manufacturers or authorized 
dealers must be addressed. Forms of application for an import licence 
may be obtained from the Board of Trade, Import Licensing Branch, 
43 Marsham Street, London, S.W.1, or from any Regional Office 
of that Department, but the completed form should be sent in the 
first instance to the Ministry of Food. 


Transfer of Responsibilities for Markets 


THE Minister of Housing and Local Government will shortly take 
over from the Home Secretary and the President of the Board of 
Trade certain statutory functions in connection with markets. 

In a circular to local authorities the Minister says that the transfer, 
which is brought about by an Order in Council* made on February 
10, 1954, under the Ministers of the Crown (Transfer of Functions) 
Act, 1946, will come into force on April 1, 1954.

ORONATION YEAR was a very successful year for tourism, 

and visitors to this country totalled 819,000 compared with 

733,000 in 1952, an increase of 11-7 per cent. The increase of 
86,000 during 1953 was well above the average annual increase since 
1946 and compared with 21,000 in 1952. In 1951, however, when 
the Festival of Britain was a tourist attraction, there were 83,000 
more visitors than in the previous year, representing a greater pro- 
portionate rise than the 86,000 in 1953. The number of visitors last 
year was somewhat more than twice the number coming to this 
country in 1947 and two-thirds higher than the level in 1937, the peak 
pre-war year. The number of both Commonwealth and foreign 
visitors increased at about the same rate in 1953 but the growth in the 
number of United States visitors (23,000) was again at a higher rate

than that for all visitors. About half the increase in 1953, however, 
was accounted for by European visitors, whose numbers had fallen in 
1952. It is estimated that visitors spent about £88 million in this 
country compared with £80 million in 1952. 


The figures of visitors exclude tourists (other than aliens) arriving 
from the Irish Republic, for whom no precise statistics are available, 
and foreign visitors passing through this country on their way to other 
destinations, of whom there were 74,000 in 1953, including 34,000 
United States citizens. Allowances for the expenditure of all persons 
in these categories have been made in the estimates of receipts from 
tourism. A note on the method of estimating the number of tourists 
and their expenditure is given at the end of this article.

Visitors from the Dollar Area 


The total number of visitors from the Western Hemisphere, most 
of whom finance their visits in dollars, increased by 13-7 per cent. 
from 230,000 to 262,000. ‘Tourist receipts from the dollar area in 
1953 were £31-3 million ($87-5 million) compared with {27:5 
million ($77-0 million) in 1952, while total dollar earnings, allowing for 
the expenditure in dollars of visitors from other countries in the 
Western Hemisphere, were slightly higher in each case.

The number of United States visitors in 1953 increased by 13-9 
per cent. from 164,000 to 186,000. Although smaller than the 
exceptional increase of 36,000 in 1952, it brought the number of 
United States visitors to a level some three and a half times that of 
1947 and approaching twice that of 1937. The greatest proportionate 
increase in 1953 was again in the second quarter of the year when 
arrivals were 26-6 per cent. higher than in the corresponding period 
of 1952 and the proportion of the total number of visitors who arrived 
in the first half of the year was about 5 per cent. higher than in both 
1952 and 1951. The number of visitors from Canada (46,000 com- 
pared with 41,000) was 14-2 per cent. higher and the proportionate 
increase was about the same as between 1951 and 1952. 


Commonwealth Visitors 


The total number of Commonwealth visitors increased by 11-2 
rer cent. in 1953 from 167,000 to 186,000. Arrivals from Canada 
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accounted for nearly 6,000 of the increase but the numbers from 
the other Dominions shown separately in table 3 were little different 
from those in 1952. The rest of the increase was due largely to 
increases in arrivals from the other Commonwealth countries and to 
arrivals from European countries (included in the figure for Other 
Foreign Countries in the table). Increases occurred in all quarters 
of the year, the greatest being one of 28-5 per cent. in the fourth 
quarter which accounted for 16-6 per cent. of all arrivals compared 
with 14-4 per cent. in 1952. Arrivals in the peak period (the second 
quarter) represented 37-1 per cent. of the total, a slightly lower 
proportion than in 1952. No separate figures are available for business 
visitors from the Commonwealth comparable to those for foreign 
visitors discussed below.

Foreign Visitors 


Arrivals of foreign visitors in this country in 1953 totalled 633,000 
compared with 566,000 in 1952, an increase of 11-8 per cent., and 
included 119,000 business visitors compared with 115,000. The 
proportion of all foreign visitors arriving by air represented 34-5 
per cent. of the total compared with 31-4 per cent. in 1952. Although 
the arrivals of business visitors were spread over the year in about 
the same proportions as in 1952, holiday visitors tended to arrive

earlier than in previous years and arrivals during the second quarter 
represented 30-5 per cent. of the total compared with 27-6 per cent. 
in 1952, while arrivals in the peak third quarter represented 49-6 
per cent. compared with 52:5 per cent. 

Although there were increases in the number of foreign visitors 
from most European countries during 1953, and the total increased 
by 11-3 per cent. from 370,000 to 412,000, only three of those shown 
separately regained or exceeded the levels reached in 1951 when the 
total was 388,000. Increases in arrivals from two of these (France 
and Germany) accounted for a large part of the increase during 1953. 
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Arrivals from France increased by 12,000 (12-3 per cent.) and those 
from Germany by 14,000 (27-5 per cent.). The number of German 
visitors exceeded the 1937 level for the first time since the war.

Notes on Estimates 

Tourist estimates are built up with the assistance of the British 
Travel and Holidays Association from a number of sources of informa- 
tion. Details of the number of foreign visitors classified by nationalities 
are obtained from Home Office records and cover all arrivals by sea 
and air, other than those from the Irish Republic, for whom an estimate 
is made. 

The number of Commonwealth visitors arriving by sea from non- 
European countries is obtained from the passenger manifests furnished 
to the Board of Trade. No comparable information is available 
about Commonwealth visitors arriving by sea from European ports. 
Among them are residents in the Dominions who arrive via the 
Continent and an estimate of their numbers has been included since 
1951. A small allowance has also been included in the estimates 
since 1951 for Commonwealth visitors resident in Europe who 
arrive by sea from Europe. There is no direct source of information 
concerning Commonwealth visitors arriving by air and the figures 
have been estimated. In all cases the number of visitors is to be 
interpreted as the number of visits ; repeated visits by the same person 
would each be included in the total. In the same way average 
expenditure per head, mentioned below, means average per head per 
visit. 

Estimates of expenditure are obtained by combining the numbers 
of visitors with estimates of average expenditure per head.

Industrial Fibres 


Published by the Commonwealth Economic Committee, “‘ Industrial 
Fibres ’’ is a summary of figures of production, trade and consumption, 
relating to cotton, wool, silk, flax, jute, sisal and other hemps, mohair, 
coir, kapok, rayon and other man-made fibres. The figures given 
in the Report indicate that in the current season world output may 
well exceed that of 1952-53, while consumption, particularly of 
apparel fibres, is also likely to expand. The survey comments that 
progress continues to be made in the newer man-made fibres. A 
broad survey of these new fibres, such as nylon, Terylene, Ardil, 
Fibrolane, Orlon, etc., is included, with summary details of their 
manufacture and uses.

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(uestions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament 


THURSDAY MARCH ll 
Proceedings Against Film Quota Defaulters 


Asked how soon he expected to be able to state the number of 
proceedings to be taken against film quota defaulters for the quota 
year 1951-52, the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter 
Thorneycroft, replied that information had been laid in two cases 
and summonses would be issued very shortly. He expected that 
summonses would ultimately be issued in up to twenty-five further 
cases. 


United Kingdom Exports to the United States 


British exports to the United States of America had increased 
during the last six years, and formed a growing proportion of the 
United States’ total imports, the President said. This achievement 
was due to the efforts of United Kingdom exporters, with the help 
of the Government’s commercial services at home and abroad. He 
was doing all he could to extend the use of these services, which were 
available to all businessmen, whatever products they wished to export. 


Trade Talks with Hungary 


Trade and financial talks with Hungary would start in London 
on March 25, the President stated. He could not say when they 
would finish. 


Imports of Wheat and Barley 


During the period from July 1, 1953, until January 31, 1954, the 
United Kingdom imported 2,304,000 tons of wheat and 967,000 tons 
of barley, it was stated. 


Industries in Wales 


The President was asked if he would outline the measures and 
inducements applied to the problem of bringing new industries 
into Wales ; and if he was satisfied that the requirements of industrial- 
ists already there were being met. 

He replied that the distribution of industry in England and Wales 
was subject to Section 14 (4) of the Town and Country Planning 
Act, 1947, and the statutory provisions directed towards the establish- 
ment of industry in Development Areas, including the Welsh Develop- 
ment Areas, were contained in the Distribution of Industry Acts, 
1945 and 1950. 

With regard to the second part of the Question, if the questioner 
had a particular case in mind, he (the President) would be glad to 
look into it. 

A questioner also asked how many applications for extensions to 
their premises had been received on behalf of existing undertakings 
within Welsh trading estates during the last five years ; how many 
were approved ; how many constructed, or in course of construction ; 
and how many rejected. 

The President replied that in the five calendar years 1949-53, 89 
extensions of more than 1,000 sq. ft. had been approved for factories 
managed by Wales & Monmouthshire Industrial Estates Limited ; 
of these 72 had been built, 8 were in course of construction at the 
end of 1953 and 9 had been approved but not started. He regretted 
that the information asked for in the first and last parts of the Question 
was not available. 


Trade with Russia 


The President was asked if he was aware that manufacturers in 
the United Kingdom were unable to quote firm prices and delivery 
dates for the supply of goods to the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, 
because of uncertainty about the length of time required before 
approval to supply was obtained ; and what steps he was taking to 
stop delay and remove uncertainty, in view of the keen competition 
expected from other European countries, in particular Switzerland, 
Germany and Sweden. 

He replied that he was aware that British manufacturers had these 
difficulties. But, as the Prime Minister said on February 25, controls 
on exports to Russia were being examined ; and he was not at present 
in a position to add to the Prime Minister’s statement. 


MONDAY MARCH 15 


Supplies of Paper and Board 


The Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. D. Heathcoat Amory, 
as representing the Minister of Materials, was asked why he permitted 
the importation of manufactured sheet cardboard for use by converters 
and, at the same time, refused to allow an adequate importation of 
the necessary raw materials, in the form of woodpulp, to enable 
home production of cardboard to be increased. 

He replied that home production of board since October last had 
been the highest ever recorded in any comparable period. Despite 
this high rate of production, demand could not be met from home 
mills alone. Some imports of board must moreover be permitted 
in conformity with the Government’s general policy towards the 
traditional interests of other countries. Imports of both board and 
woodpulp were restricted for balance of payments reasons. 

Mr. Amory was also asked whether he would make an immediate 
increase in allocations of imported woodpulp, having regard to the 
artificially high costs of production and inefficiency caused by the 
present restrictions and the fact that any imaginary saving in foreign 
exchange was offset by the failure of home-produced articles to be 
competitive, under present conditions, in world markets. 

He replied ‘‘ No, Sir.”” He would refer the questioner to the reply 
given to him on March 9 last. Since last October the weekly average 
production of paper and board had been higher than in any comparable 
period since the war, and was also above the pre-war average figure. 


Mining of Potash Deposits in Yorkshire 


Asked what arrangements were being made to mine the potash 
deposits at Aislaby, Yorkshire, Mr. Heathcoat Amory replied that 
this was primarily a matter for the two firms concerned. The Minister 
of Materials was, however, keeping in touch with them. He under- 
stood that they were still examining the difficult financial and technical 
problems involved. 


Exports of Manufactured Goods 


The President stated that the proportion of the exports of manu- 
factured goods, as defined in the United Kingdom’s revised classifica- 
tion for 1954, by the ten leading manufacturing countries accounted 
for by the United Kingdom in 1937 was 22 per cent., the same as 
in the first three-quarters of 1953. 


TUESDAY MARCH 16 
Marking of Imported Textiles 


The President was asked what steps were taken to ensure that 
textile goods imported into this country from Hong Kong and marked 
British Empire made, were in fact manufactured there. 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Henry 
Strauss, replied that goods so imported and marked might have been 
manufactured anywhere in the British Commonwealth and Empire. 
If the description was false, the goods were liable to forfeiture. 


Imports of Japanese Textiles 


A questioner asked the President whether he was aware of the harm- 
ful effect of allowing the importation of Japanese textile manufactures 
under a quota system ; and whether he would in future regulate the 
volume of such imports by a tariff in order to safeguard British wage 
standards. 

The Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. D. Heathcoat Amory, 
replied that he could not believe that the limited imports of textile 
manufactures from Japan under the present quotas would have a 
harmful effect on United Kingdom industry. These imports were, 
of course, subject to the duties applicable to imports of textile manu- 
factures from all foreign countries. 


East-West Trade 


Asked in view of the importance he now attached to the develop- 
ment of trade between ourselves and the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics and China, if he would now publish a White Paper on the 
subject, Mr. Heathcoat Amory replied that it was not thought that 
this was needed at the present time. 
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Paper Production and Supplies in 1953 


| Y svee ps FOR paper and board improved slowly in the early 
months of 1953 after the recession of the previous year, but there 

was a more rapid expansion towards the end of last year. Pro- 
duction increased gradually in the first three quarters of the year but 
reached record post-war levels in the fourth quarter ; loss of pro- 
duction due to floods in the Thames valley was not significant and 
was made up at other mills and in succeeding months. 

In the early months of 1953 imports showed a continuation of the 
recession and it was not until the middle of the year that they showed 
an upward trend. They increased sharply in the second half of the 
year, and amounts available for home consumption during the year 
of paper (other than newsprint) were 15 per cent. and of board 20 per 
cent. higher than in 1952. Even so the amounts available were in 
both cases some 15 per cent. lower than in 1951. The high output 
achieved in the closing months of 1953 resulted in stocks of wood-pulp 
at the mills at end December being 13 per cent. lower than a year 
earlier. 

Production of paper of all types (excluding newsprint) in 1953 was

14 per cent. higher than in 1952 ; output of newsprint moved very 
similarly. The quantity of newsprint available during 1953 declined 
by 2 per cent. from the 1952 level, in contrast to the substantial 
expansion which had been achieved in that year, but home consump- 
tion increased by 20 per cent. with a consequent heavy decline in 
stocks. 


Output of board recovered more rapidly than paper output from 
the low levels of 1952, and in 1953 was 18 per cent. higher than in 
the previous year and 3 per cent. higher than in 1951, the earlier 
post-war peak. Among the individual series, although all showed 
increased output compared with 1952, only in the cases of boards 
for packaging and building boards was 1953 output higher than the 
1951 level. 


Average import prices for most paper-making materials were 
relatively stable during 1953, but the price of esparto continued to 
decline slowly. With the exception of wet mechanical wood-pulp, 
average prices in 1953 were tending towards the 1950 levels.

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Review of Retail Trade in 1953—54 


HE STATISTICS of retail trade based on retailers’ returns 

to the Board of Trade suggest that the value of total sales in 

the trading year February 1953-January 1954 was more than 
5 per cent. higher than in the 1952-53 trading year. This is an 
increase of the same order as, though perhaps slightly smaller, than 
between the 1951 and 1952 trading years. 

The rise in the value of sales of food and perishables, which are 
reported by a sample of large scale retailers only, continued in 1953, 
but at a slower pace than in earlier post-war years. Food prices 
showed a smaller increase between the last two trading years than 
between 1951 and 1952 and the increase in the value of sales in the 
trading year 1953-54 was partly due to an increase in the volume 
of sales—the first in any trading year since 1950-51. 

In the non-food trades, total sales rose again after the small fall 
between 1951-52 and 1952-53, but the results for different categories 
of goods and for different types of retailer were very mixed. The 
small increase in the value of clothing and footwear sales hardly made 
good the fall in the 1952 trading year and, apart from some of the 
multiples, clothing retailers generally did no better than in 1952-53 ; 
average prices were probably a little lower in 1953-54, however, so 
the volume of sales was rather higher than in 1952-53. 

It was sales of household goods which recorded the best results 
in the year. Like clothing, they had been low in 1952-53 but this 
year’s increase not only made good the fall in the previous year but 
brought the value of sales up to the highest since the war. Moreover, 
prices fell during 1953 and the volume of sales during the trading 
year was probably up to the peak figure recorded in the 1950 trading 

car. 
“ Retail stocks are reported only by some of the large scale retailers, 
but the broad movements shown by the resulting statistics are 
probably fairly representative of those for all traders except in food 


and perishables, where the absence of stock data for the co-operatives 
and many of the multiples makes the reporting sample very un- 
representative ; in food and perishables, however, stock movements 
are generally less important than for non-food goods. Throughout 
1952 retailers’ stocks of non-food goods had been falling from the 
high level reached in the second half of 1951 and this process was 
not really reversed until the summer of 1953, when some rebuilding, 
in addition to the normal seasonal upswing, appeared to be taking 
place. Even at the end of the trading year, however, non-food 
stocks were no more than 5 per cent. higher than the rather low 
level reached at the end of January 1953. Footwear was the only 
important category for which stocks were significantly higher than 
at the end of January 1952. 

While this year’s results for non-food goods continued to show 
a further increase in the trade of the multiple retailers compared 
with that of other types of trader, particularly for clothing and 
footwear, this trend, which has been a feature of the statistics in 
recent years, is probably exaggerated by the fact that some of the 
larger organizations, in particular a few variety chain stores, are 
given too heavy a weight in the present method of compiling the 
statistics. In clothing and footwear and in household goods there 
has been an increase since 1950 in the multiples’ share of total trade, 
but not on as large a scale as is suggested by these statistics. 

The area figures compiled for sales of large scale retailers show 
very little divergence from the average for the country for total 
sales of all merchandise. The increases in sales of food and perishables 
in the North-West and of non-food sales in Wales were rather small 
but otherwise area sales in each of these two broad categories were 
also close to the national averages.

Clothing and Footwear 


Towards the end of 1952, retail sales of clothing and footwear 
had recovered from the effects of the recession which had started 
in the Autumn of 1951 and there was some reason to hope for a 
further increase in sales during 1953. In the event, however, the main 
influences operating on retail sales during the last year have militated 
against increased sales in these categories. 

At the beginning of the trading year clothing and footwear shared 
in a fairly general lull in retail trade, which was partly attributed to 
the hope of tax changes in the Budget. Then came the purchase 
tax changes which led to price reductions for many household goods 
and other non-textile merchandise, followed by the stimulus of 
the Coronation to sales of television sets and a wide range of souvenirs, 
etc.—again mostly outside the clothing and textiles field. At the 
same time supplies of foodstuffs previously rationed or in short 
supply were becoming more freely available. All these influences 
combined to attract expenditure that might otherwise have been 
diverted to purchases of clothing and footwear, which, in the first 
half of the trading year were hardly above the low level in the same 
period of 1952. 

Later in the year the mild weather was widely blamed for exercising 
a depressing effect on sales. Despite this, however, and even dis- 
counting to some extent the particularly favourable results for 
multiples, the figures toward the end of the trading year suggested 
some slight upward trend at last. The January figures, due partly 
no doubt to the colder weather, were particularly good, and the 
trading year closed with a cumulative result 3 per cent. higher than 
in the year 1952-53. Although this increase for the trading year 
as a whole was due very largely to the good results of the few variety 
chain stores included in the sample, the slight upward tendency 
toward the end of the year was not confined to these multiple shops. 


Women’s and Children’s Wear 


Total sales of women’s and children’s wear in the trading year 
were about 3 per cent. higher than in 1952-53, but this increase was 
not shared equally by all types of trader. It is in this category that 
the continuing good results for variety chain stores have the greatest 
weight and this largely explains the increase of 10 per cent. for 
multiple shops, which follows an even larger increase in the preceding 
trading year. Department store sales recovered from the fall in the 
earlier trading year, but there was no increase in sales of either 
co-operative shops or independent traders. 

In the sub-categories of women’s and children’s wear reported 
by some large scale retailers, the only decrease occurred in sales of 
dress materials, which again showed a substantial fall compared with 
the previous trading year and were about a quarter less than the value 
of sales in the trading year 1950-51. A striking increase was reported 
in sales of millinery, haberdashery, etc., compared with the previous 
trading year, and very good results were obtained once more in sales 
of women’s underwear and stockings and socks—this latter improve- 
ment being partly due to the increasing availability of nylon stockings. 
An encouraging rise ‘again occurred in sales of girls’ and children’s 
wear— it was only for women’s outerwear, where the increase in sales 
was less than those recorded in either of the two previous trading 
years, that the year’s results were disappointing. In the latter months 
of 1953 the mild weather had particularly affected sales in this category 
and it was not until January 1954 that a really significant increase 
occurred. 

In the trading year 1952-53 stocks of women’s and children’s 
wear had been substantially reduced and the slight rise in stocks 
seported by large scale retailers at the end of the 1953-54 trading year 
still leaves stocks markedly lower than at the end of either the 1950 
or 1951 trading year. 


Men’s and Boys’ Wear 


Sales of men’s and boys’ wear in 1953-54 continued to be rather 
disappointing, only a slight increase compared with the previous 
trading year being reported by large scale retailers and little change 
by independent retailers. Apart from seasonal movements the 
value of sales has shown no significant movement since early in 1952 
and even the good January 1954 result is not striking when considered 
in relation to the very poor result for January of last year. 

The run down in stocks of men’s and boys’ wear which started early 
in 1952 continued into 1953, and it was not until September 1953 
that there was any sign of rebuilding of stocks. ‘The end-year stock 
level was only 4 per cent. higher than in January 1953—a very

modest increase when compared with the fall of a quarter in the 
previous trading year. 


Footwear 


Footwear sales in 1951 did not slump sharply as did those of other 
clothing—there was, rather, a more gradual falling off in sales between 
1951 and 1952. Sales were fairly stable throughout 1953, and the 
total for the trading year just exceeded the value of sales in 1952-53. 
The increase in the volume of sales was possibly rather more sub- 
stantial, though the results for the year were probably appreciably 
below those in the 1950 trading year—for footwear, as for other 
clothing, the peak post-war year. Stocks of footwear reported by 
some of the large scale traders have recovered to a much greater 
extent than have stocks in most other categories—at the end of the 
trading year they had risen to slightly above the level at the end of 
January 1952. 


Household Goods 


In contrast to clothing and footwear, events in the trading year 
1953-54 were favourable to an expansion of sales of household goods, 
and in fact the total value of sales by all retailers was the highest 
since the war. It also seems probable that the volume of sales in 
the 1950 trading year, which included the period of heavily increased 
buying of household goods after the outbreak of the Korean war, 
has at last been regained. The major factors stimulating sales of 
hardware, radio and electrical goods were first of all the reductions 
in purchase tax announced in April, followed by the Coronation with 
its influence on sales of television sets in particular. Goods in the 
furniture and furnishings category were less widely affected by the 
purchase tax changes (which did not apply to furnishing fabrics and 
household textiles or to the lower price ranges of furniture) but in 
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this category too the year’s results were very good. ‘This increase, 
however, follows a year of particularly low sales—there had been 
only a comparatively small rise in sales of furniture and furnishings 
in 1951, followed by a substantial reduction during 1952. 

Multiple shops, co-operative societies and independent retailers 
all shared in the increased sales of household goods, with the best 
results reported by multiples. The results for department stores, 
however, were still rather disappointing, since their increase in sales 
of 5 per cent. compared with the trading year 1952-53 did not bring 
the value of sales up to that recorded in the 1950 trading year, whereas 
those of all other types of trader were at a much higher level than in 
that year. 

The figures for stocks of household goods reported by large scale 
retailers over this period suggest that stocks were built up to somewhat 
abnormal heights early in 1951, and as the recession in sales set in 
these were only reduced very gradually over the following year. 
During 1953 stocks of household goods were kept well below the 
1951 levels; in the last few months they tended to rise but at the end 
of the trading year stocks were only slightly higher than at the end 
of January 1953. 


Hardware, Radio and Electrical Goods 


Although the value of sales in both main categories of household 
goods fell away sharply in the middle of 1951 after the heavy ex- 
penditure of late 1950 and early 1951, subsequent experience in these 
categories was somewhat different. Sales of hardware, radio and 
electrical goods showed substantial increases at the end of 1951 
compared with the previous year, although these were not maintained 
in the following year due to the general recession in trade and possibly 
also to the introduction of restrictions on hire purchase trading at 
the beginning of 1952. The end of 1952, however, again brought 
increased sales in this category, and sales rose further in 1953 due to 
the stimuli mentioned earlier. 

Despite some falling off from the peak level of sales in May, sales 
of radio and electrical goods were still at a high level at the end of 
the trading year and since prices had dropped appreciably over the 
year, it is clear that an even greater increase compared with a year 
ago had taken place in the volume of sales than suggested by the 
value figures. Independent retailers showed exceptionally good results 
for radio and electrical goods ; the large scale retailers’ sample for 
this sub-category is not sufficiently representative for actual figures 
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to be calculated, but what evidence there is suggests that their results 
were not as good as those for the independent traders. 

Sales of hardware by large scale retailers were considerably higher 
than those by independent retailers, the former, particularly the 
department stores, recording much more striking increases compared 
with a year earlier toward the end of 1952 and throughout 1953 than 
did the independent traders. One possible explanation of the better 
results for large scale retailers ig that they are in part due to increased 
sales by department stores of kitchen cabinets, metal sink units and 
similar large scale kitchen fitments—the maintenance of stocks of 
this equipment would be somewhat beyond the resources of most 
independent retailers. 


Furniture and Furnishings 


Sales of furniture and furnishings were much slower to recover 
from the 1951 recession than sales of hardware, radio and electrical 
goods, and sales in the trading year 1953-54, though considerably 
higher than in the previous year, never approached the striking 
increases recorded in the other category. 

The results in the sub-categories reported by some large scale 
retailers have been somewhat mixed. The uncertainty caused by 
the ending of the Utility scheme for furniture in December 1952 
possibly prolonged the recession in sales of furniture and bedding ; 
sales in the trading year 1952~53 had been 10 per cent. lower than 
in the previous year. By the early months of 1953, however, encourag- 
ing increases over a year earlier were recorded and these were main- 
tained throughout the year, an increase of 17 per cent. being achieved 
over the trading year 1952-53. This was possibly partly due to more 
attractive hire purchase terms being offered, as well as the availability 
of a more varied range of designs following the ending of the Utility 
scheme. 

Sales of furnishing fabrics and household textiles had shown 
particularly wide fluctuations over the period 1950-1952, but in 
1953 the value of sales was more stable. Following the abnormally 
high value of sales reached in the winter of 1950-51 had come a very 
sharp slump in mid-1951 ; the value of sales was still falling during 
1952 but this continued downward trend was due to the heavy fall in 
prices, which continued throughout the year. Prices have been 
much more stable since the end of 1952 and sales have also been

fairly steady ; despite the fall of 6 per cent. compared with 1952-53 
in the value of sales, the volume of goods sold in the 1953-54 trading 
year was probably rather higher than in 1952-53 and possibly not 
very different from that in 1950-51. 

Sales of floor coverings underwent a similar sharp slump in the 
middle of 1951, though fluctuations in prices and in value of sales 
were less violent than in the case of furnishing fabrics and household 
textiles ; moreover the value of sales did not remain for long at an 
excessively low level, but already showed some recovery by the end 
of 1951. There has since been little change in the value of sales 
throughout 1952 or 1953, except for a short period of higher sales in 
the Spring of 1953 ; this was probably stimulated by the fall in prices 
as a result of the purchase tax changes announced in the Budget. 


Other Non-Food Goods 


Large scale retailers have once more veported a substantial increase 
in their sales of chemists’ goods compared with the 1952-53 trading 
year and their trade was as much as 26 per cent. higher than in 1950-51. 
This increase in recent trading years has been experienced by each of 
the three types of large scale trader. Independent retailers, however, 
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the same headings for the two groups of retailers ; see Notes (i) and (1i). 


reported for 1953-54 the small increase that has characterized their 
trade in recent years. Stocks of chemists’ wares reported by large 
scale retailers were somewhat higher than those reported at the end 
of January 1953. 

In sales of books and stationery the movement in sales between 
the last two trading years was again very small—there has been no 
appreciable change in the level of sales since the increase of about 
10 per cent. recorded by all retailers in the 1951 trading year. In 
the other miscellaneous categories the results of the large scale 
retailers were on the whole better than those of the independent 
retailers. In contrast to the previous trading year when they had 
reported decreases in sales, large scale retailers in 1953-54 experienced 
an increase of 11 per cent. in sales of jewellery, etc., leather and miscel- 
laneous fancy goods (partly due to the influence of the Coronation 
on the sale of souvenirs) and of 9 per cent. in sales of toys, sports 
goods and cycles. Stocks in these two categories held by large scale 
retailers were somewhat higher than at the end of January 1953. 

In the sub-categories most nearly corresponding to those reported 
by large scale traders—jewellery, clocks, watches, etc., and toys, 
sports goods and leather goods—appreciable increases were also 
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reported by independent traders compared with 1952-53, but these 
were much smaller than the increases reported by large scale retailers. 


Food and Perishables 


Sales of food and perishables, which are reported only by large 
scale retailers, rose by 7 per cent. in the recent trading year compared 
with the trading year 1952-53, an increase shared equally by co- 
operative societies and multiple shops. ‘This increase is much smaller 
than the increases recorded in the two previous trading years but as 
average food prices rose by only 5 per cent. compared with 1952-53 
it seems that for the first time since 1950 there has been a slight 
increase in the volume of food purchased. 

The two most striking increases reported in the trading year 1953-54 
were in sales of meat and of sweets and chocolates. Sales of meat 
were 18 per cent. higher than in the trading year 1952-53, and, 
although this increase was smaller than the increase reported in 
the previous trading year, it would have been even higher had it not 
been for the slackening of the monthly rate of increase toward the 
end of the trading year due to the tightening of supplies after some 
months of unrestricted sales. The increases compared with a year 
earlier recorded throughout the year by multiple shops were con- 
sistently high, their increase for the trading year as a whole being 
double that recorded by co-operative societies. As might have beer 
expected sales of fish, poultry, game and rabbits were again appreciably 
lower than in the previous trading year—these goods are a somewhat 
expensive substitute for meat. 

Sweets and chocolates were derationed just after the start of the 
trading year, and the heaviest increases compared with a year earlier 
were recorded in the months immediately following derationing and 
in the months before Christmas. For the trading year as a whole 
reported sales were more than a third higher than in the previous 
trading year ; this may, however, be an underestimate of the increase 
in total sales, which are those of a sample of shops reporting sales 
in both years—the number of outlets selling sweets and chocolate 
may well have increased following the ending of rationing. 

The increase in sales in the largest food category, groceries and 
provisions, in the trading year 1953-54 was well below that recorded 
in the two previous years, as were the increases recorded by both 
multiple shops and co-operative societies. Department stores, as 
in the previous trading year, did not share in the increased sales 
reported by other large scale retailers, but their sales in this category 
as in food as a whole form a very small proportion of the sample. 

Sales of fruit, vegetables and flowers showed consistent increases 
compared with a year earlier in every month of the recent trading 
year except December and although at the beginning of the year this 
must have been mainly due to higher prices, the increase continued 
at the end of the year, when prices were falling. In the other sub- 
categories, there were increases compared with the previous trading 
year in sales of milk (which must have been mainly due to price 
increases), of wines, spirits, etc., and tobacco and tobacconists’ goods 
(which nearly compensated for the decrease reported in the previous 
trading year). The takings reported for cafés and restaurants however 
were a little lower than in 1952-53. 


Food Price and Rationing Changes in 1953 


Whereas in 1952-53 average food prices as measured by the 
monthly index numbers compiled by the Ministry of Labour were 
about 15 per cent. higher than in the previous trading year, in the 
trading year just past they were only about 5 per cent. higher than 
in 1952-53. Increases occurred during the first half of 1953, but 
in the second half of the year the index fell for several months and at 
end-January 1954 it was only slightly higher than a year earlier. 

Although price control was removed from many articles of food 
during 1953 (flour, eggs, sausages, sugar, chocolate and sweets, etc.), 
in general no substantial changes in prices followed. The price of 
eggs (which were derationed in March) showed the most marked 
fluctuation, rising between July and August to a level 45 per cent. 
higher than at the end of 1952. A sharp fall in September and again 
in December however, brought the average price in mid-December 
to a level some 3 per cent. lower than a year earlier. The price of 
flour rose by 1d. a lb. at the beginning of April, but there was no 
subsequent increase in the price of bread. The other main increases 
recorded were for home-killed beef (an average increase from July 
of 3 per cent.), corned beef (1s. a lb. from May), granulated sugar 
(4d. a lb. from September) and syrup ($d. per 2 Ib. from September). 
Tea also rose somewhat in price during the year and there were 
seasonal variations in the price of milk. On the other hand there 
were significant reductions in the average prices of many items. At 
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the beginning of August there were decreases in the price of some 
cuts of bacon, the price of canned ham was reduced by 1s. a lb. and 
the prices of fresh vegetables other than potatoes, which until May 
had shown the expected seasonal rise, fell steadily thereafter until 
in December they were 15 per cent. lower than a year earlier. 

There were several changes in food rationing affecting sales during 
the year, and rationing restrictions were removed from some articles 
altogether. Sweets and chocolates were the first to be derationed— 
in February, eggs were derationed a month later and sugar was freed 
in September. Restrictions on the sale of some other articles were 
relaxed (though not wholly removed) during the year as supplies 
permitted, retailers being allowed to sell surpluses freely once 
registered customers had been satisfied. The meat ration having 
been gradually increased during the year from 1s. 8d. a week at the 
beginning of the year to 2s. 4d. by June, off ration sales were permitted 
in subsequent months until November when the ration was reduced 
to 2s. 2d. Off ration sales of certain types of bacon were permitted 
after June, of cheese after November and of margarine and cooking 
fats from mid-January, 1954. The butter ration was increased from 
3 to 4 ozs. in June, but reverted to 3 ozs. at the beginning of November. 


Sources of the Statistics 


The statistics are based on returns made by samples of both large 
and independent retailers. The large retailers are asked to give 
details of their sales of specified classes of goods whereas the inde- 
pendent retailers give their total sales of all classes of goods in a single 
figure. There may thus be substantial differences between the types 
of goods sold by large and independent retailers recorded in the tables 
against the same headings. 

Large Scale Retailers 

The term large retailers is used throughout to denote department 
stores, multiple shops and retail co-operative societies, who contribute 
figures under a long-standing voluntary scheme which is carried out 
in association with the Retail Distributors’ Association, the Drapers’ 
Chamber of Trade, the Multiple Shops Federation and the Co- 
operative Union. Comparison with the results of the Census of 
Distribution, 1950 Retail Trade, Short Report shows that reporting 
firms accounted for over half the total sales of co-operative societies 
and of department stores and more than a third of the sales of multiple 
shops, but they do not, of course, form a random sample. 

The statistics for the different types of shop are compiled by simply 
aggregating the results for all reporting firms and, since the sample is 
neither a random one, nor one in which firms of different size, type 
of trade, etc., are given their correct weight, this method can lead 
to certain defects in the results. A particular weakness affecting the 
figures in recent years is the unduly heavy weight given in the 
sample to the results for some of the larger multiple contributors, 
particularly the few variety chain stores included in the sample. 

The preparation of index numbers for large retailers as a whole 
also continues in general to be carried out simply by adding together 
the figures reported for the different classes of shops and of goods. 
The proportions of total sales reported by the three different types of 
retailer vary widely for different types of goods, but it will only be 
possible to combine the separate sales figures with appropriate weights 
for the different types of shops when the corresponding proportions 
for retail trade as a whole are known from the full results of the Census 
of Distribution for 1950. The only case in which a special adjustment 
is at present made is that of footwear ; see note (v) on page 592. 


Independent Retailers 


The samples of independent retailers are confined to certain branches 
of trade, and in particular independent food trades are not included. 
The independent retailers who provide figures for certain kinds of 
trade represent specialist shops which are either individually owned, 
or are members of small chains of less than ten units. Traders in 
different parts of the country were asked for their co-operation, first 
in 1946 and 1947 and subsequently in 1950. In each case the sample 
was one of shops and not of businesses, and members of small chains 
were included only if figures for the individual shop could be given. 
Shops were included only if at least two-thirds of their sales were of 
goods representative of the trade concerned—this condition being 
made necessary since no breakdown of the sales figures was asked for. 
The shops to be approached were selected in accordance with a 
stratified scheme of sampling, though the representative character of 
the sample is diminished to some extent as the result of contributors 
withdrawing from the scheme from time to time. The sample repre- 
sents a very much smaller proportion of total national expenditure

than in the case of the large retailers, but tests which have been made 
suggest that the index numbers prepared for the country as a whole 
are reliable. ‘This conclusion was confirmed by the substantial 
measure of agreement between the results obtained from the 
contributors recruited in 1946 and 1947, and those obtained from the 
additional contributors recruited in 1950. 

The index numbers for sales by independent retailers of women’s 
and children’s wear (drapers), men’s wear and footwear have now been 
combined to give index numbers of total sales of clothing and footwear 
for comparison with the index numbers for this category for large 
retailers. Index numbers of sales for furniture shops and retailers 
of hardware, radio and electrical goods have been similarly combined 
to give an index for household goods, and index numbers for sales 
by all independent retailers (except those dealing in motor and cycle 
accessories, cycles and petrol) have been combined to give an index 
for sales of “‘ total non-food merchandise.”” These combined index 
numbers have been calculated by weighting the index numbers for 
the individual trades according to their relative importance in 1950 
as estimated from the Retail Trade, Short Report of the Census of 
Distribution, 1950. The combined index numbers for sales by all 
types of shop which form the basis of the chart on page 581 were 
calculated by roughly weighting these index numbers and those for 
large retailers as a whole according to the estimated relative importance 
of these two groups in 1950, but the resulting index numbers are only 
very approximate ; as explained above, the index numbers for the 

retailers as a whole are compiled from the total sales figures 
reported by the sample, not by combining the separate sales figures 
jo pe ree weights appropriate to the different types of shop and classes 
of goods. 


Notes and Definitions 


(i) The figures are based on the value of sales and stocks and are therefore 
affected by changes in prices, including changes due to variations in the 
incidence of purchase tax. 

(ii) The period covered by the monthly statistics is one of either four or 
five weeks. ‘Traders are asked each month to report fi for the standard 
period which forms the current “ month” and a for the previous 
** month ” and the corresponding period a year earlier. 

(iii) The 1953-54 trading year covered the period February 1, 1953, to 
January 30, 1954. This covers a period of 52 weeks, whereas the trading 
year 1952-53 covered a period of 53 weeks ; an adjustment was necessary 
to allow for this in calculating the percentage changes between the two 
trading years, 

(iv) Details of the division of Great Britain into retail trade areas were 
given in the Board of Trade Journal on April 14, 1951 (page 773). Some 
large retailers are able to give fi for the country as a whole, but not for 
sales in the various areas. Comeunantie the movements in business 
reported for Great Britain by the whole sample of large retailers may differ 
from the average of the movements in the areas even when due weight is 
given to the amount of business done in each area. 

(v) It is known that sales of footwear are overweighted in the sample of 
large retailers compared with those of other goods, and in the absence of 
data which would enable a more precise proportion to be calculated, total 
footwear figures are divided by two in calculating the indices for Great 
Britain of clothing and footwear combined, non-food merchandise and all 
merchandise. Since, however, some of the reporting firms give only a 


national total, the area figures are not so adjusted.

Trading With Malaya in 1954 Will Be A Test 
for United Kingdom Exporters 


The article below has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Malaya. 
The Commercial Relations and Exports Department, Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1, will be 
pleased to answer any questions arising from the article. 


HE fall in Malaya’s income from exports of rubber, and to a 

smaller extent tin, palm oil and other primary products, resulted 

in lower imports in 1953 than in previous years. The United 
Kingdom share of this trade was maintained at about 20 per cent. 
of the total, at a value of $655-3 m. (£76°5 m.)* compared with 
$819-5 m. (£95-7 m.) in 1952. There is likely to be little change 
in 1954 but a strong effort will be necessary if the position is to be 
held. Expansion is still possible in certain trades, especially air- 
conditioning, building materials, earth-moving equipment, textiles, 
aircraft, telecommunications, welding and waste tinplates. The 
United Kingdom has lost ground notably in the trade in domestic 
radio, bicycle parts and accessories, pottery, toys, bottling machinery, 
hand-tools, hardware and men’s clothing. 

The United Kingdom export trade with Malaya now faces a testing 
time. The post-war period when the chief difficulty to be overcome 
was delivery is ended. From now on the problem is one of prices 
and quality as well. The supplier who offers the best bargain, be 
he British, German, Japanese, American or other, is getting the 
business. United Kingdom firms are established more strongly 
than any others and can operate in this territory under very favourable 
conditions. ‘They are holding their own fairly well but there is 
considerable room for improvement ; and the new opportunities 
of trade which have been mentioned have yet to be exploited fully. 

The year 1953 established a new level of “‘ normal” trade. The 
prices of Malaya’s chief exports suffered serious falls ; and as the 
amount which this country buys is related closely to her income from 
these exports, of which rubber is by far the most important, imports 
have fallen too. Grade I rubber began the year at 93 cents a pound 
and finished at 57 cents a pound ; which means, very roughly, taking 
the average price as 75 cents a pound, that Malaya’s gross income 
from rubber during the year fell by £45 m. The price of tin dropped 
from $471 a picul (1334 pounds) to $317-50 a picul, the equivalent 
London prices were £948 and £655 a ton respectively. Tin exports 
are worth generally about one-fifth of the receipts from rubber. 


Import Trade 


Total imports in 1953 amounted to $3,227 m. (£376 m.) compared 
with the 1952 figure of $3,847 m. (£449 m.). The United Kingdom 
share was $655 m. (20 per cent.) in 1953 compared with $819 m. 
(21 per cent.) in 1952. Britain’s share of the total import trade fell 
by only one per cent. Her share of one-fifth is modest in relation to 
total imports but about two-thirds of these consisted of foodstuffs 
and raw produce imported from neighbouring territories of which 
the latter are processed in Malaya and subsequently re-exported. 
The United Kingdom is by far the principal supplier of manufactured 
goods and her share of this trade comes, of course, to a much higher 
figure. ‘The other chief suppliers of manufactured goods in 1953 
were :—

Export trade in 1953 was valued at $2,911 m. (£339 m.) as against 
$3,795 m. (£443 m.) in 1952. The United Kingdom took $485 m. 
(£56 m.), the U.S.A. $480 m., Indonesia $219 m., Japan $157 m., 
Australia $154 m., France $135 m., West Germany $111 m., Thailand 
$105 m., India $98 m., Italy $97 m., and the Netherlands $69 m. 

The United Kingdom had a favourable balance of visible trade

with Malaya of $170 m. This was probably more than offset by 
expenditure in this territory by the armed forces, and by grants, loans, 
and other United Kingdom Government disbursements. 

These brief statistics show the very favourable position enjoyed 
by the United Kingdom in Malaya’s overseas trade. British firms 
can take some credit for having maintained their position in 1953 
in the face of growing competition, especially from Japan and Germany. 
They enjoy the protection of preferential rates of duty in the Federa- 
tion of Malaya on certain items, principally motor vehicles, bicycles 
and parts, cement, cosmetics, intoxicants, radio sets, tobacco and 
textiles. But over an enormous range of other goods they compete 
on equal terms with the products of their foreign rivals except those 
of hard-currency countries. 


Foreign Competition 


Japanese competition has not turned out to be such a serious threat 
to British trade as was expected. Most of the restrictions on Japanese 
imports into Malaya were withdrawn in July 1953, but this led to 
no general increase in the entry of Japanese goods. Compared with 
total imports from Japan in 1952 of $249 m. imports last year were 
only about half that figure. In most trades Japanese prices appear 
to be higher than expected, possibly owing to inflation at home. How- 
ever, competition for British firms has become severe in cycle parts 
and accessories, crockery, floor tiles and toys—already lines in which 
the Japanese had shown strength since the war—but with the exception 
of cement they have made little progress in other trades. 

The full force of German competition has not yet been felt. Less 
was imported in 1953 from that source than in the year before and 
it is obvious that Malaya has not yet received the attention given by 
the Germans to the European, South American and Middle East 
markets. 

The United States is still the principal competitor in the types of 
goods supplied by the United Kingdom, The import trade carried 
on via Hong Kong has enabled the United States to establish in 
Malaya a market for a number of prominent consumer goods like 
fountain pens, cosmetics, men and women’s clothing, canned goods, 
engineers’ files and even some machinery. 

Although business in most kinds of goods has diminished since 
the boom years 1951 and 1952 there are some notable exceptions. 
The most promising is air-conditioning plant and units. ‘The 
Malayan climate is warm and humid all the time and this equipment 
is required to cool and dry the air in a building or in a particular 
room. The United States is already weil established with both types. 
The lack of interest shown by British firms known to make this 
plant and the absence of suitable domestic units has resulted in orders 
to the value of $2-9 m. (£340,000) in 1953 going to the United States. 
Total imports of this equipment rose from $2-5 m. in 1952 to $3 m. 
in 1953. In this expanding trade there are very definite opportunities 
for firms able to supply the latest type of equipment. But it must 
be emphasized that success will be achieved only if designs and 
prices can match those offered by the United States. 


Building Activity 

Another trade which shows few signs of diminished activity is 
building. ‘Throughout the country, and in Singapore especially, 
this continues at a steady rate and the demand for materials is likely 
to remain good. The Singapore Improvement Trust, which builds 
low-cost accommodation for people in the lower-income groups, has 
achieved results probably unsurpassed in Asia. It has a formid- 
able programme for the future. British firms lost an important 
Singapore Improvement Trust contract for lifts to Switzerland on 
price, the difference being about 10 per cent. 

Britain’s share of the textile market is for good quality printed 
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and dyed cotton piece-goods, especially branded goods ; and a small 
but steady sale of woollen textiles for people leaving Malaya for a 
cold climate. The former has remained remarkably constant in spite 
of fluctuations in trade generally during the past few years, but 
long deliveries are now hindering sales of British cottons. United 
Kingdom suppliers now want six to eight months in which to deliver. 
Importers complain that this is too long, especially compared with 
competing offers from Japan, India and other suppliers ; and that 
it is impossible to know so far ahead whether prices and styles will 
still suit the market. 

Earth-moving equipment is required in steadily increasing 
quantities. Already the United Kingdom is able to supply suitable 
machinery of certain sizes, but there is plenty of scope for expansion 
in this trade. Substantial sums in hard currency are still being spent 
in the United States on crawler tractors, motor scrapers, graders, 
logging equipment and appropriate accessories, because these are not 
yet available from other sources. 

Deliveries of telecommunications equipment are still slow and the 
potential demand remains high. The pan-Malayan ‘Telecommunica- 
tions Department over the next few years will continue to expand 
its telephone and V.H.F. radio networks. The Department of 
Broadcasting also has plans to expand the services of Radio Malaya. 

Over £100,000 worth of orders for welding electrodes now go 
annually to the United States because their equivalents have not 
been forthcoming from the United Kingdom or other soft-currency 
sources. ‘The types required are various alloys used for the building 
up of dredge parts. 

There is a demand for waste—waste tinplates and “ misprints ” 
by Chinese biscuit factories, which are bought largely from the 
United States. 

Fortunately, there are not many signs that previously established 
British suppliers are being pushed out by foreign competitors ; but 
there are a few examples of this happening for reasons which seem 
to be well within the control of these suppliers. ‘The Dutch have 
now captured 55 per cent. of the market for domestic radios and 
radiograms ; not because their products are better but by superior 
selling methods and the extensive range of sets offered by the firm 
concerned. This one firm has been able to achieve this against a 
large United Kingdom industry, possibly because the latter’s efforts 
have been unco-ordinated and diffused, apparently as the result of 
there being a large number of firms each operating independently. 
The position might be changed radically for the better if this British 
industry could form markeiing groups—as is done overseas by some 
electrical machinery, diesel-engine and machine-tool manufacturers— 
in order to be able to offer a comprehensive range of sets and to 
improve their selling technique. 


Difference in Costs 


Low prices offered by certain Japanese suppliers have been the 
reason for the fall in imports from the United Kingdom of bicycle 
parts and accessories, crockery, pottery, toys, floor tiles and other 
goods for which Japanese competition is effective. ‘This is a problem, 
of course, relating to manufacturing costs rather than to selling 
methods. Not only Japanese but certain German products, for 
example cycle parts, are often much cheaper than the British and the 
difference is sometimes too great to be accounted for only by the lower 
wage rates in those countries. In spite of having to buy dearer steel 
some German manufacturers of cycle parts can under-quote British 
firms by two or three times the difference represented by labour costs, 
which indicates presumably lower overheads, due probably to having 
been able to install new plant since the war. 

United States bottling machinery is used now in all the latest 
bottling concerns in Singapore, where at least six United States type 
soft drinks are being produced. Before the war nearly all the equip- 
ment used was British but this industry has unfortunately lost a 
great deal of ground in recent years. The local bottling industry is 
unlikely to continue this expansion much longer except possibly in 
certain parts of the Federation of Malaya,

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British Aircraft Industry’s Display 
at Milan Fair 


"THERE IS to be an official United Kingdom stand again at the 

Milan International Samples Fair to be held from April 12 to 28. 
As announced in last week’s Board of Trade Journal (page 518) the 
main feature of the British display this year is to be the United 
Kingdom aircraft industry. 


The display will show the advance made by the industry over the 
years, and will emphasize that British manufacturers are continuing 
to pioneer with new types of aircraft of new shapes and with new 
methods of propulsion. 


This will be achieved by means of various panels amongst which 
will be one entitled ‘‘ Man takes to the Air.”’ It will show how, based 
on the work of Sir George Cayley and many Europeans who came 
after him, British aviators were quick to follow the example of the 
Wright brothers. The panels will trace the history of the industry 
from the first official aeroplane flight in England on October 5, 1908, 
made by Colonel S. F. Cody, in the British Army aeroplane No. 1, 
a bi-plane fitted with a 50 h.p. engine, on Laffans Plain, Farnborough, 
Hampshire, through succeeding years to the present jet era. 


The general theme of the stand will be that British industry does 
not only pay attention to design and quality in the manufacture of 
aircraft, but in many other fields also. ‘This theme will be demon- 
strated by a series of colour transparencies which will show both 
consumer and capital goods. 


The transparencies will show new Yorkshire-made looms, which 
weave two carpets from one loom at the same time, and are being 
installed in British carpet factories to speed production to meet 
the ever increasing export demands ; warpers at work in the wool 
textile manufacturing industry ; a modern high efficiency propeller 
of 17 tons weight, cast in bronze ; a 45-ton basic Bessemer converter 
built at the Corby Steel Works of Stewarts & Lloyds by Duncan 
Stewart & Co. Ltd., of Glasgow, and the largest walking dragline 
in the world. 


The British Chamber of Commerce for Italy, who are celebrating 
their fiftieth anniversary this year, are providing staff on the stand 
conversant with all aspects of trade between the United Kingdom 
and Italy, to answer the inquiries of visitors. 


Exhibits at Fairs in Algeria and 
French Morocco 


A NOTICE was published in the Algerian Journal Officiel of 

February 26 informing importers that in accordance with Franco- 
British trade arrangements additional import licences will be forth- 
coming for United Kingdom goods exhibited at the Algiers and 
Oran fairs in 1954.

Belgo-Luxembourg Economic Union 
and Spain 


HER MAJESTY’S Embassy in Brussels has forwarded a copy of 

the text of a Commercial Agreement and Protocol concluded 
between the Belgo-Luxembourg Economic Union and Spain which 
were signed in Madrid on February 8. The Agreement came into 
force on February 1, 1954, and is valid for one year unless prolonged 
by tacit consent. 

It is provided that 15 per cent. by value of the proceeds of Spanish 
sales to the B.L.E.U. shall be used for the purchase of non-essential 
goods. These will include agricultural and horticultural products, 
photographic and pharmaceutical products, chemical products 
(except fertilizers and technical nitrate products), iron and steel 
products and also vegetable products (except cotton) from the Congo. 
The Spanish authorities will issue licences for the import of goods 
into the Canary Islands to the value of 25 per cent. of the proceeds of 
the sale of Canary Islands dried fish to the Belgian Congo and 
Ruanda-Urundi. Provision is also made for the issue of licences up 
to a value of 5 million Belgian francs for the B.L.E.U. participation 
in the Barcelona and Valencia International Trade Fairs of 1954. 

Annex B of the Protocol provides for the purchase by Spain in 
the B.L.E.U. of heavy capital equipment to the value of 700 million 
Belgian francs payable in 5 or 6 annual instalments for capital goods 
and in 3 yearly instalments for heavy iron and steel products. 

The Belgian authorities will authorize the import without quanti- 
tative restriction, of most Spanish fruit and vegetables either all the 
year or between certain dates.

HE® MAJESTY’S Embassy at Brussels reports the signature on 

January 30, 1954, in Brussels, of a Protocol to the Belgo- 
Luxembourg and Soviet Commercial Agreement of February 18, 
1948. The lists of goods for exchange are valid from January 1, 
1954, to January 1, 1955. 

The chief exports from the U.S.S.R. to the B.L.E.U. will include 
grain, oil seed cakes, timber products, cellulose, moskvitch cars, 
ferro-manganese, manganese ore, chrome ore, gas oil, anthracite, 
coal-tar, asbestos, pigiron, apatite concentrates, furskins and 
tobacco. 

The chief exports from the B.L.E.U. to the U.S.S.R. will include : 
artificial textile fibres, artificial silk yarns, woollen piece-goods, 
herrings, fats, meat, vegetable oils, lead and metal sheets. In 
addition, Belgium will build for the U.S.S.R., freighters, refrigerator 
ships, floating cranes, pile drivers, steam boilers and other equipment 
to be delivered over the next three years.

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Dominican Republic and Spain 


TRADE AGREEMENT between the Dominican Republic and 

Spain which was signed in Ciudad Trujillo on January 14, 1954, 
will come into force on the date of the exchange of the respective 
ratifications and will be valid for a period of three years, to be extended 
for further periods of one year if neither of the contracting parties 
gives three months notice of withdrawal. 

Under the terms of the Agreement each country will grant to the 
other “ most favoured nation”’ treatment with regard to customs 
duties and shipping, except for Spain’s special treatment of Portugal, 
the Canary Isles, Morocco and her territories in Africa, and to any 
special privileges which may be granted by either party to facilitate 
frontier trade or which may result from any Customs Union of which 
either country is a member. 

In addition, the Dominican Republic undertakes to import Spanish 
goods to a value of at least one million dollars annually in return 
for Spanish imports of Dominican tobacco and other merchandise 
to a similar value in the same period. 


Sweden and the Netherlands 


ER MAJESTY’S representative in Stockholm reports that a 

trade agreement between Sweden and the Netherlands covering 
the twelve-month period beginning on March 1 has been concluded 
in Stockholm. The new agreement, which was signed on February 26, 
has now been submitted to the respective Governments for signature, 
but provisionally entered into force on March 1. 

The communique states that during the past twelve-month period 
further commodities have been free listed on both sides, and that 
as a result it has been possible to reduce appreciably the quota lists 
contained in the agreement. For the few quotas that remain, small 
upward adjustments have been made on both sides. The Swedish 
quota for motor vehicles assembled in the Netherlands has been 
increased from 6-8 million Kr. The Netherlands have undertaken 
to licence increased imports of certain Swedish industrial products 
including wallboard, the quota for which has been increased to 
17,000 tons with a possibility of a further increase of 8,000 tons later 
in the year. 


India and Norway 


THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 

forwarded a copy of Government of India Press Note dated 
February 22, 1954, which states that the Indo-Norwegian trade 
arrangement which expired on December 31, 1953 (see Board of 
Trade Journal of August 1, 1953), has been extended for a further 
period of one year from January 1, 1954, by an exchange of letters 
between the two Governments. 

The arrangement provides for promotion of trade between the 
two countries and includes lists of commodities available for export 
from India to Norway and from Norway to India, but no values are 
shown. 

Trade between the two countries will be governed by the normal 
import and export regulations. The two countries will accord each 
other the same treatment as is accorded by them to other countries 
of the same currency group. The Government of Norway have 
extended to India import licensing concessions granted to member 
nations of the Organization for European Economic Co-operation. 


Chile and Western Germany 


THE TEXT has now been received of the Payments and Trade 
Agreements between Chile and the German Federal Republic signed 
at Santiago on December 10, 1953. 

Payments are expressed in dollars, and a reciprocal credit of $2°5 
million is provided for. 

The Trade Agreement, which is valid until December 31, 1954, 
and may be extended thereafter by mutual agreement, envisages an 
exchange of goods totalling $35-1 million in each direction. Chilean 
products include copper, nitrates and agricultural products ; German 
goods include machinery, transport and electrical equipment, 


chemicals, iron and steel, and precision instruments.

Import Licensing Regulations 
in British Colonies

South African Import Control 


THE United Kingdom Senior Trade Commissioner in Pretoria 
has reported that the South African Minister for Economic Affairs 

recently made a further announcement about 1954 import quotas. 

The following are the main points from his speech :— 

Raw Materials, Consumable Stores and Maintenance Spares : 
Provision is being made for an automatic increase of 50 per cent. in value 


of most of the preliminary allocations already made. These allocations will 
be final automatic issues for the year but importers with then unsatisfied 
requirements will be dealt with ad hoc. 


Agricultural Implements, Machinery and Spares : 

he preliminary allocations already made are being automatically in- 
creased by 50 per cent. ; additional individual allocations will be made as 
necessary to maintain supplies at the same general level as in 1953. 
Capital Goods : 

Further quotas are being made available for goods costing £1,000 or less 
per unit. For capital goods costing over £1,000, for which permits are 
issued ad hoc, the present system will be continued. 

Consumer Goods : 

An additional quota of 15 per cent. of 1948 imports is being granted, 
making a total of 40 per cent. for the year. ‘Total imports under this head 
will be rade up to the 1953 level (i.e. 45 per cent. of 1948 imports) by an 
extension of the Priorities List, goods included on which are regarded as 
essential and scarce, and may be imported at the favourable rate of £2 of 
goods against £1 of import quota. The items to be newly included on 
this list will be announced later. 


Full details will be published when the official Government Gazette 


Notices are received. Allocations not included will be dealt with 
administratively, the Minister states. 
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Changes in Egyptian Import 
Regulations 


WAS announced by the Egyptian Ministry of Finance on March 11 
at certain machinery and manufactures might be imported into 
Egypt against payment in free sterling without recourse to the Import 
Entitlement Account procedure. This concession does not apply 
to countries having trade and payments agreements with Egypt 
except in the case of Western Germany, Holland and Belgium. 
This concession will mean that imports into Egypt from the 
United Kingdom of goods on the following list will not be at the 
disadvantage compared with our continental competitors of the 
premium payable on Import Entitlement Account Sterling.

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Indian Drug Rules Amendments 


THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 

forwarded various Notifications issued by the Ministry of Health 
Government of India, which provide for the following amendments 
and draft amendments to the Indian Drugs Rules, 1945. 


Amendments 


In the said Rules :— 
1. In sub-Rule (1) of Rule 109-(a)- to clause (b), the following proviso 
shall be added, namely :— 

** Provided that no reference shall be made to any other import licence 
number granted by any authority outside India on any label or container 
or in any covering in which the container is packed or any other matter 
or advtrtisement enclosed therewith.” 

(b)- to clause (c) the following provisos shall be added, namely :— 

“* Provided that the batch number shall appear on every other covering 
in which the container containing the drug is packed : 

“Provided further that nothing in these rules shall be deemed to 
require the labelling of any transparent cover or of any wrapper, case 
or other covering used solely for the purpose of packing, transport, or 
delivery.” 

2. In clause (b) of Rule 122, 
namely :— 

** Provided that no reference shall be made to the number of any other 
import licence granted by any authority outside India on any label or 
container or in any covering in which the container is packed or any 
other matter or advertisement enclosed therewith : 

“* Provided further that the batch number shall appear on every other 
covering in which the container containing the drug is packed. Provided 
also that nothing in these rules shall be deemed to require the labelling 
of any transparent cover or of any wrapper, case or other covering used 
solely for the purpose of packing, transport or delivery.” 
(Notification No. F,1-8/51-DS of February 3, 1954). (The draft 
amendments were published in the Board of Trade Journal on February 
14, 1953). 


Draft Amendments 


1. The following draft amendment will be taken into consideration 
after May 27, 1954. Any objection or suggestion which may be 
received from any person before this date will be considered by the 
Central Government :— 


After item (iv) of clause (b) of Rule 122 (relating to the labelling of 
substances specified in Schedule C(1), the following new item shall be 
added 

‘**(v) the date of manufacture of the product.” (Notification No. F.1- 
3/54—D.S. of February 13, 1954). 

Note.—Under Rule 32 (Part iv), the packing and labelling of imported 
drugs must conform to the rules in inter alia Part x, which includes Rule 122. 


2. The following draft amendment will be taken into consideration 
after May 13, 1954. Any objection or suggestion which may be 
received from any person before this date will be considered by the 
Central Government :— 

For the explanation to Rule 30—A (covering the import of new drugs— 
see Board of Trade Journal of September 27, 1952), the following explanation 
shall be substituted, namely :— 

“* Explanation.—For the purposes of this Rule, ‘ new drug’ means a drug 
the composition of which is such that the drug is not generally recognised, 
among experts qualified by scientific training and experience to evaluate the 
safety of drugs, as safe for use under the conditions prescribed, recom- 
mended, or suggested in the labelling thereof and includes any drug the 
composition of which is such that the drug, as a result of investigations for 
determining its safety for use under such conditions, is so recognized, but 
which has not, otherwise than during the course of such investigations, been 
used to any large extent or for any appreciable length of time under the 
said conditions.”” (Notification No. F.1-30/48-D of January 28, 1954).

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Indian Customs Tariff Modifications 


(THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in New Delhi has 
forwarded copies of Notifications which amend India’s import 
duties as follows :— 


Sugar. 

Under S.R.O. 467 of February 6, 1954, which supersedes S.R.O. 1199 of 
June 22, 1953 (see Board of Trade Journal of August 15, 1953), sugar 
excluding confectionery (falling under Tariff Item No. 17) is exempt from 
so much of the import duty as is in excess of Rs. 11-0—-0 per cwt., and also 
from the whole of the additional duty leviable thereon under the Finance 
Act, 1953 (Section 5). 


Raw Pearls. 

The Government of India have decided to abolish the import duty on 
raw pearls (other than cultured) (falling under Tariff Item No. 61) with 
effect from February 23, 1954. (Government of India Press Note No. 375 
of February 23, 1954). 


Textile Machinery. 

Under S.R.O. 487 of February 13, 1954, automatic winders’ knotters 
(falling under Tariff Item No. 72 (1) are exempted from so much of the 
import duty as is in excess of 10 per cent. ad valorem. 


Motor Vehicle Parts. 

Notification No. 41—Customs of May 31, 1953, exempted certain parts 
of motor vehicles (except body panels including turret tops and sides for 
passenger cars) falling under Tariff Item Nos. 75(9), 75(10), 75(11) and 
75(12) from so much of the duty as is in excess of 50 per cent. ad valorem 
(standard rate) and 47 per cent. ad valorem (preferential rate) in respect of 
items 75(9) and (10), and 25 per cent. ad valorem (standard rate) and 22 per 
cent. ad valorem (gualapeatiel te te) in respect of items 75(11) and (12) (see 
Board of Trade Journal of August 15, 1953). 

S.R.O. 488 of February 13, 1954, amends this Notification by deleting 
the words “ except body panels including turret tops and sides for passenger 
cars.” These items are now dutiable under Tariff Item 75(14) (see Board 
of Trade Journal of January 30, 1954). 


Manufactures of Iron and Steel. 

Under S.R.O. 248 of January 23, 1954, articles of British manufacture 
included in tariff items 63 (2) (a), 63 (6), 63 (12) A, 63 (12) B, 63 (15), 63 (17), 
63 (19) (a), 63 (20), 63 (21) A (b), 63 (21) B (b), 63 (21) D, 63 (21) E, 63 (21)F, 
and 63 (31) are exempted from so much of the duty as is in excess of the 
duty which would be leviable if they were not of British manufacture. 

The effect of this Notification is to extend the list of iron and steel iterns 
(previously published under Notification No. 33-Customs dated June 22, 
1935) to which this exemption applies. 


Drugs and Medicines. 
Under S.R.O, 608 (Notification No. 17—Customs) of February 20, 1954, 
the following two Notifications are rescinded :— 
(i) Notification No. 23—Customs, of September 25, 1943, which exempts 
Mepacrine | hydrochloride from the payment of import duty ; and 
(ii) Notification No. 7—Customs of July 6, 1946, which exempts 
** Paludrine’’ powder and tablets, from the payment of import duty. 
The effect of this Notification is, therefore, that Mepacrine hydrochloride 
and “ Paludrine ” powder or tablets are now subjeet to the rates of import 
duty leviable under Tariff Item No. 28. 


Cyprus 
Exemption from Import Duty 


THE Cyprus Gazette Supplement, dated February 25, 1954, contains 
a copy of the Consular Supplies (Import Duty Exemption) Order, 
1954, which reads :— 

“* Consular supplies, that is to say, articles of furniture, stationery, 
books and any other articles which are sent by a foreign government 
for the official use of its consular officers in Cyprus shall be admitted 
into the Colony free of import duty ; 

“ Provided that a consular officer, who applies for exemption here- 
under, shall address to the Comptroller a written declaration, in 
the form prescribed by the Comptroller, specifying the date and place 
of importation, the name of the importing ship, the number of 
packages and the marks thereon, and the nature, quantity and value 
of the consular supplies, and stating that they are required for the 
use of the consulate and will not be used for any other purpose. In 
the case of a postal package, the declaration shall specify the number 
and date of the notification issued by the postal authorities on arrival 
of the package, instead of the date and place of importation and the 
name of the importing ship. 

“* For the purposes of this Order, ‘ consular officer ’ means a consul- 
general, consul, vice-consul or pro-consul, de carriere.”’

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Big Demand for Shop Windows 
at London B.LF. 


AS FINAL preparations are being completed for the 33rd British 

Industries Fair, to be held in London and Birmingham from May 3 
to 14, applications for space are still pouring in to the headquarters 
offices at the rate of 40 a week. This is an unprecedented rate with 
only seven weeks to go before the opening day. 

Most of these applications are for ‘shop windows,” introduced as 
an innovation this year at the request of manufacturers who cannot 
afford time and manpower for a normal stand. The last-minute rush 
for these windows makes it almost certain that the number of exhibitors 
at Olympia and Earls Court will exceed last year’s total. 

Over 200 shop windows have already been sold, mostly to jewellery 
and textile exhibitors. To meet continuing demand, the organizers 
have made available another 260 windows for exhibitors in the fol- 
lowing sections: boats and small craft ; caravans ; fancy goods ; 
foodstuffs ; office appliances ; paper and stationery ; pottery and 
glassware ; sports goods ; toys and games, and footwear in addition 
to jewellery and textiles. 

At Castle Bromwich, Birmingham, home of the heavier industrial 
display, the figures are again well above the thousand mark. The 
latest developments in Britain’s engineering, electrical, building and 
hardware industries will be on show there, both under cover and in the 
large outdoor section. 

Although certain sections hitherto well represented at Olympia and 
Earls Court, such as textiles, chemicals and plastics, will not be so 
prominent this year, several others will be larger, including especially 
boats and small craft—an innovation last year—and musical instru- 
ments, in which the biggest display of British pianos since the war will 
be staged. 

The special sales campaign initiated last year has resulted in an 
encouraging influx of new exhibitors, who will contribute 30 per cent. 
of the total in London. The Fair should also be notable for the 
number and variety of new products and noteworthy developments in 
display. 

Many exhibitors this year are confidently advertising prices keenly 
competitive with foreign goods and an improvement in delivery time. 


The Chemists’ Exhibition Postponed 
IT HAS been decided by the organizers to postpone the 1954 Chemists’ 
Exhibition with the object of making a special effort in 1955 when the 
International Pharmaceutical Congress is due to be held in this 
country. The 1955 dates will be published in the list of exhibitions 
and fairs as soon as they are notified.
